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This responds to the Restriction Requirement mailed October 5, 2004. Restriction to one 
of the following was required: Species I (Fig. 1); Species n (Fig. 2); Species HI (Fig. 3); and 
Species IV (Fig. 15). 

Applicants hereby provisionally elect, with traverse, Species I, identified by the Examiner 
as Fig. 1 . Consonant with this provisional election. Applicants respectfully request consideration 
of claims M7and 34-38. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the characterization of the first species (Fig. 1) as 
forming a predetermined arrangement of a plurality of holes in the semiconductor wafer through 
a surface of the wafer, and the second species (Fig. 2) as precisely forming a plurality of holes 
through a surface of a semiconductor substrate in a precise arrangement. Applicants find the 
language used to characterize the restriction to be confusing, particularly since both Figs. 1 and 2 
are identified in Applicants' specification as illustrating a semiconductor structure having a 
gettering region with precisely formed voids at precise locations (page 4, lines 8-13; page 6 lines 
20-21 ; page 7, lines 10-11). Should the restriction be maintained, Applicants respectfully request 
the Examiner to clearly identify the rationale for the identified restriction. 

Additionally, Applicants respectfully traverse the assertion that no claims are generic, and 
respectfully submit that at least claim 1 is generic to independent claims 18, 26, 39 and 45. Thus, 
upon the allowance of claim 1 or any other generic claim, Applicants respectfully request 
consideration of claims 18-33 and claims 39-47, pursuant to 37 CFR 1.141. 
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Should the Examiner disagree with Apphcants' submission that claim 1 is generic. 

Applicants respectfully request the Examiner to clearly identify why claim 1 is not considered to 

be generic to claims 18, 26, 39 and 45. Pursuant to MPEP §809.02(e), should the Examiner 

allow claim 1 (or another claim asserted to be generic) but find that a claim directed to a species 

is not in the required form, Applicants remind the Examiner of their rights to be notified of 

allowance of a generic claim and be given a time firame to conform all of the claims to the 

nonelected species to fully embrace an allowed generic claims. 

When the application is otherwise ready for issue and there is an 
allowed generic claim, and applicant has not be previously notified 
as to the allowance of a generic claim, applicant must be advised 
of the allowance of the generic claim and given a time limit of 1 
month (not less than 30 days) to conform all of the claims to the 
nonelected species to fully embrace an allowed generic claim or 
the examiner will cancel the claims to each nonconforming species 
by examiner 's amendment and pass the application to issue, 
MPEP 809.02(c). 
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Conclusion
